efficiency of school committee*. Sometimes 
no committee is chosen, and the town thinks 
it good economy to pay the fine laid by law 
for such neglects, rather than to pay tho ox-1 
ponses of a school committee, school c 
mittecs arc often chosen without suitable 
to select competent men. Often, moreover, 
the committees do not discharge faithfully 
their duty ns examiners of candidates for 
teachers, or as inspectors of tho schools. No 
system of schools, will be efficient without 
vigilant inspection. 

3d. The want of suitable qualifications in 
teachers is a great source of evil. Ignorant 
or inefficient teachers nro employed, or even 
immoral men. Cheapness is often the best 
recommendation a candidate can offer. 

4th. The want of proper classification in 
our schools is a serious evil; whether it aris¬ 
es from the multiplication of school books, or 
from a want of a system in the course af| 
itudy. Something like a course of study with 
the proper text hooks should be marked out, 
and recommended by competent committees, 
ami then the time and energies of teachers 
' ’ iot be wasted as they now are, hy a 
great number of text books, and a minute 
subdivision into classes. In most branches, 
the teaching is most effective with a number 
of pupils. 

Oth. The great defect, after all, is the want 
of a general interest in our Free schools.— 
They are not visited except in the way of of¬ 
fice, and scarcely so. We take hut little pride 
them. We nro not aware of their import- 
ee. A plan which will certainly be for their I 
advancement, may be rejected because it may 1 
cost a community of 000,000 inhabitants 
few hundred dollars more or less, or increase 
e tax of an individual a cent a year. 

These are serious defects iu our State sys- 
m of instruction. They may easily be rem¬ 
edied. Even on supposition that there is m: 
defect in the laws, there is neglect or ineffi¬ 
ciency in executing them. Badly executed as 
our system is, it is doubtless of great value, 
What would he its value if it were to have 
the full operation which was designed? Is it 
at worth the while to attempt to infuse 
some energy ? Suppose it should cosl 
State something in addition to what is already 
paid to secure tho good working of our Free 
school system, would not the State receive 
good return iu the end ?

The duties of School Committees, ns provi¬ 
ded hy law, are, to examine candidates for 
teaching aud to visit the schools, and super¬ 
intend the instruction and discipline pursued 
them. They may prescrilm the hooks to 
used; they may dismiss incompetent teach- 
s und refractory pupils. They are to make 
report to the town of the state of the school;! 
and for all their services are to receive com¬ 
pensation. Thu law is a good one, uud ifex- 
ccutcd in the spirit of it, and with intelligence 
and vigor, so fur it will ensure good schools. 
But these are important conditions. If those 
who offer themselves ns candidates to teach 
thoroughly examined hy competent meu 
regard to their qualifications to instruct 
I to govern, we tnuy generally be sure of 
competent teachers. If the schools are 
regularly visited by active, intelligent commit¬ 
tees, well versed iu the duties of their office, 
fearless and independent, and anxious to ex¬ 
ert the influence which their office gives, we 
may anticipate well managed and succes- 
lul schools. BjI what are the facts iu the 
case? 

Are school committees carefully selected 
from citizens who cherish a lively interest in 
the welfare of our schools, uud of such weight 
of character as will command respect and 
confidence? Or, as in the majority of cases, 
is the ehoice of the school committee (a body 
of officers certainly as important to the town 
as any other) left to a few who happened to 
remain at the close of a town meeting, and 
who care but little who ure chosen? Are 
schoolmasters carefully and thoroughly ex¬ 
amined, und do committees, without regard 
to the wishes of friends or neighbors, or to 
their own personal feelings, fearlessly and 
conscientiously reject such us they believe to 
be incompetent? Are our schools regularly 
visited? The law requires nil ibis, aud all 
this is essential to the ends for which our free 
school system was established. The object 
of the luw ou this subject is to secure for our 
public schools vigilant, thorough inspection.— 
Without such inspection the host system of 
schools will fail of its end. No seminary of 
any kind can enjoy long a vigorous prosperity 
without the stimulus of a competent visitato¬ 
rial power. Every human being needs the 
impulse of a sense of responsibility. How 
much our law fails of its objects through iu- 
competency or unfaithfulness is well known. 
There ure lowns which huve omitted altogeth¬ 
er to choose school committees. The fine 
imposed hy law for their neglect has been 
paid again and again on the score of econo¬ 
my. It was staled iu tho Convention at Au¬ 
gusta, that one town bud instructed their] 
school Committee to discharge all their duties, 
except that of visiting Ike schools, and this,

It is hither that bad men hie,—when their 
passions have driven the Icar of God and the 
regard for wife and children and friends from 
their hearts—to attempt the lives of their 
fellow-men, in order to ussuage some imagin¬ 
ary or real indignity they linve received.— 
Their honor is to be satisfied, by an attempt 
at murder! The duelling ground is well 
adapted by nuture to hide front public ' 
the guilty men, who meet there. The sweet 
retreat, where solitude should reign ns God 
intended, is often violated hy the rage of man, 
who with fell intent stand# here to receive 
and return the murderous shot. 

The duelling ground is enclosed hy two 
hills, at the base of which runs a small, reedy 
brook. To the east, the hills sweep round a 
little, and conceal any who may occupy the 
ground, from the Baltimore and Washington 
turnpike road. The Disitiei line runs through 
this valley, und the guilty parties—flying to 
do tbeir deed of darkness so that the authori¬ 
ties of the offended States may not seizo them 
for their contemplated crime—route to this 
neutral ground before they “uncase their 
pistols,” or “unsling their titles.” Parties 
from the District of Columbia and Virginia, 
pass over the line ou to the Mttryland side, 
and fight. They thus evade the luwsof their 
own State, by fighting without its borders.- 
Those of Maryland pass over on to the Dis¬ 
trict side, und are safe from the laws of Mary¬ 
land. This spot is only four miles ftom 
Washington. 

How many hearts of widows and orphans 

fathers and mothers—dear friends—have 
been wrung by the tragedies enacted on thi 
little, sequestered, beautiful spot of earlhl- 
We should staud aghast with horror, could 
tithe of it be brought to our vision! The 
“point of honor,” as interpreted by the impi¬ 
ous actors who meet here, has been the point 
of the dagger that has wounded the refined, 
sensitive, and amiable so deeply ns that they 
have never seen happine* more on the shores 


No work is more carelessly or heedlessly 
performed, hy individuals in general, than 
planting trees. Few persons seem to be 
aware that a tree is a living object. Te ex¬ 
pect success, therefore, in transplanting them, 
some enre must bo taken in performing tho 
operation. The following brief rules may be 
of some guide to those who have not had much 
experience in setting out trees: 

1st. Never plant a tree unless the ground 
has been previously well pulverised and 
broken fine. To plant trees in hides, as ton 
many persons do, is almost latal to their fu- 
ro growth. 

2d. Deep planting is one of the greatest 
errors in this country, and more particularly 
in those soils in this vicinity; nnd the proba¬ 
bility is that more trees die from this cause 
than any other; if they thrive for a year or 
two, they soon languish and die, apparently 
without any cause. In cold, clayey soils tins 
frequently the case. Avoid hy all means 
. ..s error in this vicinity. The surface roots 
should never be more than two inches below 
the soil. 

3d. When the tree is all ready for setting 
out, commence planting by taking out the 
earth to the depth of a foot or more, and of a 
width to admit the roots easily without bend¬ 
ing nr breaking. If the soil is naturally very 
poor, some gootl rich compost is necessary to 
fill in among the roots with the earth. 

4th. Before planting, prune off nl! bruised 
■decayed portions ol the roots, shorten such 
_j are loo long; if the roots are thick and 
maned, they should he thinned out. Avoid 
cutting or injuring any of the small filters, for 
those are indispensably necessary iu the first 
stage of its growth. 

5th. The most important rule to be ob¬ 
served in setting out tree#, and' one that 
should never he overlooked, is to fill i 
earth firmly around and among the root 
that no hollows or crovices may remain, 
perform this operation successfully, the earth 
and compost should he moderately dry; the 
soil should lie thrown in sparingly and not in 
too large quantities at once, #o as to give the 
planter sufficient time to arrange the soil 
-inong the fibrous roots. Avoid jerking the 
ee up and down—give it a few taps at the 
bottom with your hand ; a pail or two of wa- 
mny he given to each tree, hy a water- 
which a# soon as it is settled among the 
us, should be earthed over to avoid evap¬ 
oration. If the trees are crooked,they should 
he carefully staked, and they will soon grow 
straight. 

6th. Do not neglect the trees when they 
are sot out. Keep the ground continually 
loose around the trees; see thnl no insect at¬ 
tack# them; look after the growth of the wood, 
and commence with summer pruning ill July,

York. The interior of the State ia 
flooded with wutar. There bn* been no im* 
meiiae destruction of property ou the Hudson 
und the Mohawk. The Hudson wus blocked 
up, and the water rose at Albany eix inches 
above the greut freshet in 1302, which was 
higher than any other since that time. Three 
bridges between Albany and Catskill ate gone. 
West of Utinn, the bridges on tile Oriskany 
creek, have been carried away, and the Cu- 
nnl aqueduct injured. A bridge near the 
junction of the Scoharie creek with the Mo¬ 
hawk, bus also been carried awny. At Buf¬ 
falo the ioe was forced down tho creek with 
such velocity Hnd power, a# to teHr many of 
the steamboats from their mooriugti, {sinking 
some and damaging others. On tho Gtmeseo 
river six or eight bridges bnve been swept 
awny—among them is the railroad bridge by 
the Irondequoit.

New Jersey. In the vicinity of Trenton 
on Suturdny and Sunday, the ittilroud wns 
overflowed, und the fire In a looomolivu of 
one of the train* whs extinguished.

Thu current 
of the river wus never known to run so rapid. 
The freshet wns subsiding on Monday.
